Strength  Can  Overtome  Troubles’ 


NEW  YORK  —(INS) — Former 
President  Herbert  Hoover  said 
Sunday  that  proper  use  of  “the 
great  fundamental  sources  of 
strength  of  our  country”  can 
overcome  U.S.  troubles  at  home 
and  abroad. 

The  83-year-old  Hoover  spoke 
in  New  York.  He  did  not  spec- 
ifically mention  Russia's  sput- 
niks and  its  other  recent  ach- 
ievements, but  he  declared:

Two  of  World’s  Quietest  Rooms 


CHICAGO  — INS  — Near  the 
heart  of  bustling  Chicago  are 
two  of  the  quietest  rooms  in  the 
world. 

They  are  so  quiet  -that  the 
near-silent  purr  of  an  electric 
clock  can  be  detected  in  feither 
of  them. 

THE  TWO  UNNITS— an  ane- 
choic  or  “echoless' ' chamber  and 
a reverberation  room — are  new 
research  facilities  at  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology. 


Actor  George  Raft 
Has  12  Friends; 
Can  Name  Only  4 


HOLLYWOOD,  (-INS)  — Actor 
George  Raft,  who  has  spent  half 
of  his  62  years'  in  Hollywood, 
figures  he  has  a dozen  real 

friends. 

He  can  name  four — Danny 
Goodman,  Danny  Winkler,  Jack 
Dietz  and  Frank  Frost.  He  says 
he  considers  himself : lucky  to  be 
able  to  count  off  that  many. 

Those  four  and  approximately 
300  others  showed  up  Sunday 
for  a four -hour  testimony  par- 
ty sponsored  for  Raft  by  the 
Saints  and  Sinners,  a Los  An- 
geles -charity  organization. 

Some  1500  persons  had  b€«n 
invited. 

Raft  wasn’t  surprised  or  dis- 
appointed. The  natty  film  tough 
guy  who  recently  described  him- 
self as  Hollywood's  “loneliest 
man.”  said  it  just  proves  a point 
about  friends. 


Designed  for  opposite  pur- 
poses, the  anechoic  chamber  ab- 
sorbs sound  whereas  the  rever- 
beration room  amplifies  sound. 

Dr.  Robert  W.  Benson,  assist- 
ant manager  of  Armour's  phys- 
ics research  department,,  said 
the  two  facilities  will  be  used 
for  research  in  acoustic  design 
and  sound  and  vibration  con- 
trol. 

REVERBERATION  room  ’Ben- 
son explained,  is- designed  to  re^- 
flect  98  per  cent  of  the  sound, 
with  less  than  2 per  cent  ab- 
sorption. It  is  used  primarily  to 
create  relatively  high  noise  lev- 
els and  to-  integrate  acoustic 
energy . 

In  sharp  contrast,  the  ane- 
choic chamber  is  designed  to 
absorb  99.99  per  cent  of  the 
sound  within  the  room.  Benson 
explained: 

“This  is  equivalent  to  being 
out  in  free  space  where  there 
is  nothing  to  reflect  sound  ” 

BUILT  WITHIN  a concrete 
shell,  the  reverberation  room  is 
designed  with  splayed — or  slan- 
ted— walls  and  ceilings.  At  least 
two  inches  of  dead  air  space,  is 
provided  between  the  shell  and 
the  waLls.  The  walls  are,  made 
of  six-inch  cinder  block  cover- 
ed with  scratch  coat  plaster,  ce- 
ment basic  plaster  and  two  coats 
of  oil  base  paint  to -cut  absorp- 
ion. 

The  anechoic  chamber  is  of 
conventional  design  and  con- 
structed of  glass  fiber  wedges 
two  and  one-half  feet  long.  The 
wedges  form  30 -inch  deep  walls 
on  all  six  surfaces.  The  floor  is 
o?  woven  airplane-type  cable. 


“I  have  lived  a long  life  and  I : 
have  seen  our  country  exert  its 
strengths  to  overcome  as  great, 
dangers  as  those  which  beset 
us  today.” 

He  told  the  49th  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Grocery  Manufactur- 
ers of  America  that  he  had  seen 
the  nation  pass  through  several 
economic  recessions  and  two 
great  depressions,  and  “each 
time  we  came  out  economically 
stronger  than  ever  before.” 

Hoover  said  “We  can  well  re- 
spect the  accomplishments”  of 
Soviet  scientists  and  technicians, 
but  pointed  out: 

“We  need  not  forget  that  they 
got  the  telegraph,  the  telephone, 
the  electric  lamp,  the  speaking 
sound  track,  the  radio  broad- 
cast tube,  the  airplane,  the  atom 
and  nuclear  bombs  from  us.” 

The  former  president  urged 
fearful  Americans  to  take  a . 
“bird's  eye”  rather  than  a 
“worm's  eye”  view  of  American 
life. 

“If  you  take  a worm’s  eye 
view'of  the  ills  in  American  life 
and  our  foreign  relations,”  he 
said,  “you  may  worry  that  we 
are  entering  the  decline  and  fall 
of  the  greatest  nation  in  his- 
tory.” 

But,  he  went  on,  “If  you  take 
a bird’s  eye  view  you  will  see 
the  increasing  skills,  growing 
productivity,  and  the  expansion 
of  education  and  understanding, 
with  improving  health  and 
growing  strength  of  our  nation. 

Hoover  said  the  U.S.  has 
“more  research  laboratories  in 
action,  than  all  the  rest  of  the 


world  put  together.  Our  country 
has  had  a great  warning.  It  is 
on  the  alert.” 


He  declared  that  the  growing 
strength  of  our  nation  “lies  in 
freedom  of  men’s  initiative  'and 
the  rewards  of  their  -efforts  . . . 
from  our  devotion  to  liberty  and 
religious  faith,”  and  added: 


“We  will  have  no  decline  and 
fall  of  this  nation,  provided  we 
stand  guard  against  the  evils 
which  weaken  these  forces.  But 
we  have  need  to  exert  all  the 
strengths  which  God  has  given
